INTEREST ON PURCHASE 
MONEY. 


In the Chancery Division, before the. Master 
of the Rolls, in the matter of the Vendor and 
Purchaser Act, a summons was heard, in which 
the vendor, Mr. G. C. Jepps formerly of Sea- 
view House, Rathnew, Co. Wicklow, and now 
of Thongsleigh, Crewys, Morchard, Devon, 
applied for an order declaring him entitled 
to receive from the purchaser, Mr. Thomas 
Davidson, of Ballinalea, Co. Wicklow, interest 
at the rate of £6 per cent. per annum on the 
sum of £1,100, the unpaid balance of the pur- 
chase money of part of the lands of Ballina- 
barney, barony of Neweasiie. Co. Wicklow, con- 
taining 86 acres odd, with dwellinghouse, held 
under a present tenancy from year to year, 
from the 10th December, 1920, until January, 
1922. the time of the actual compliction of the 


purchase. 

It appeared that the vendor's lands, com- 
rising 179 acres, were originally offered for sale 
i auction, but it proved abortive. On the 2nd 

ovember, a contract was entered into 
between the parties, by which Mr. Davidson 
purchased the vendor's interest in the lands 
referred to for £1,600.. The purchaser paid 
£500 deposit, and it was agreed that the re- 
mainder of the purchase money should be paid 
on the 10th December, 1920, the date fixed 
for the completion of the purchase, and the 
conditions furtber provided that “if from any 
cause whatever, other than wilful default on the 
part of the vendor, the completion of the pur- 
chase is delayed beyond the aforementioned 
day the remainder of the purchase money is to 
bear interest at the rate of per cent. per 
annum from that date to the day of actual 
payment thereof.” In order to carry out the 
contract, it was necessary to obtain the con- 
sent of the landlord to the sub-division, and to 
file the necessary agreement in the Land Com- 
mission. These formalities occupied a consider- 
able time. An agreement was entered into in 
December, 1920, between the vendor and the 
purchaser, whereby iu consideration of the 
purchaser depositing the balaace of the pur- 
chase money im the National Bank in the joint 
names of Mr. Haskins, auctioneer, and Mr. 
Cochrane, solicitor, the purchaser should be 
allowed inte possession. The purchaser did 
so, and went into possession on the 20th Decem- 
ber, 1920. The manager of the Southern 
branch of the Northern Banking Company, with 
whom the vendor had a current account, agreed 
to make him an advance of £2,743 on having 
the deposits for the two sums of £500 and 
£1,100 transferred to his bank. This*was done. 

Mr. McCutcheon (intsructed by Messrs. Coch- 
rane and Co.), for the vendor, argued that the 
balance of £1,100 was unpaid, as it remained 
on deposit receipt in the names of stakehoklers, 
and that the vendor was entitled to the in- 
terest claimed 

r. M. J. Ryan (instructed by Mr. J. H. 
McCarroll), for the purchaser, argued that as 
the purehaser had parted with the whole of 
his money, and had lost eomtro! over it, the con- 
dition as to paying interest did not apply; 
and he further contended that, in the circum- 
stances, the vendor was guilty of “ wilful de- 
fault” in the legal sense. 

The Master of the Rolls held that the pur- 
chaser was not bound to pay the interest 
claimed, and that the vendor was only en- 
titled to receive the interest that became pay- 
able on the deposit receipts; and he ae 
that the vendor should pay. the purchaser t 
cost of the application. !

From the 
moment when the Great Wall of China 
was built the men of the North were 
forced to turn their attention to Eu , 
The Huns and all the rest of the tri 

of them came over the plains of Russia 
io the confines of the Roman Empire. 
The outcome we all know. The fore- 
thought of a Chinese Emperor precipi- 
tated a crisis n Europe, and the fore- 
thought of a German Emperor precipitated 
a crisis in Asia. It is certain that 
as soon as the Germans realised, after 
the first Battle of the Marne, that no 
decisive outcome was possible in the West, 
it occurred to the resourceful mind of the 
Teuton that, perhaps, in Asia lay the wa 
te work out the downfal] of the Briti 
Empire. 

Captain Blacker develops this idea with 
uncommon ability. - From the fighting on 
the Belgian coast and monitor bombard- 
ments of 1916, he went back to the com- 
mand of the regimental dépét at the end 
of 1917. It was just then that Falken- 
hayn began to realise)that his hope of 
ve-taking Bagdad had vanished. In spite 
of plots and intrigues, and in spite of 
lving propaganda, the Yilderim armies 
gai“ in his hands. Nearly all Aryan 
Moslems had spurned the Prussian. The 
author remarks with reason that some 
deep-seated, racial] instinct had brought 
Moroccan. Berber, Pupjabi, and Nordic 
Pathan, as well as the Aryans of Cir- 
cassia, to the side of their Occidental 
cousins.

Captain Blacker holds that those 
Aryan States whose every interest drew 
them on to assist the Germans held aloof 
from the same feeling of solidarity of race. 
Obviously he has Afghanistan and Persia 
in his mind: He gives us enough matter 
to make us feel that he realises the in- 
fluence of the Volkerwanderung on these 
races even now. The past is much in the 
present, as amyone can see who peruses 
this vivid piece of writing. 

In the crisis of the Great War, which 
occurred in the winter of 1917, the 
Prussian imagined 4 t drive to the 
East. Held from Bagdad and Basra, he 
planned out a line, from Byzantium 
through Batum, Baku, and Bukhara, of 
advance against India. Captain Blacker 
sets forth in clear and ample detail the 
story of this great drive. We learn that 
early in 1918 a German army corps, ill- 
spared from the West, was on its way to 
Baku, there to be becked by good Turkish 
infantry. In Northern Afghanistan, 
Osmanii drill-sergeants and Magyar gun- 
lavers laboured to dril’ the Afghan Army 
and to cajole His Majesty of Kabul to 
wage war against us.

NEW POETRY. 

Mr. Arkwright is hardly a poet. We 
hold, for instance, that, as a painting 
must be intelligible apart from the name 
given to it in the catalogue, so should a 
poem be capable of interpretation without 
the aid of the title. His eubjects are not 
sufficiently novel to be a real inspiration 
e is at 
his best in some of his half-satirical 
pieces, whose subjects are the so-called 
problems to be found in every other 
present-day novel. 

The inspiration ii Mr Van Wyck's book 
is different. and he is more of a crafts- 
man, affecting the scnnet. the ballade, and 
the villamwelle. The form in the case of 
the last-wo prompts the subject-matter— 
the rose garden, the sorry life of the poet 
Villon, Ronsard and his love. In the 
sonnet Pan makes lament. the troglodyte 
lurks scowling in his cave, or the notorie- 
ties of the French Revolution pass by. 
The work is carefully executed and well 
worth reading. 

Sussex has inspired many poets, but 
none in such a quaint manner as Mr. 
Dalmon. Pan and the nymphs revel on 
Cissbury Hill and in Munthan Wood, but 
they are never out of place. The old 
wealden names breathe softly through this 
verse, which has. al] the favour of 
Herrick or Ben Jonsen. with something 
of the mystery of Rossetti. Where there 
is so much artifice’ in modern poetry it 's 
pleasant to come across something fresh 
and open-air, breathing the spirit of 
comradeship. The last poem, “ Things 
Once Shared With Another,’ is a 
veritable treasure-place of recollected 
tights and sounds. Lover: of Matthew 
Arnold's “ Forsaken Merman’ will com- 
pare the “ Ballad of the Sorrowful Satyr ” 
and will find in the latter something 
equally good : 

“ Beanty had ended every grace 
In the still wonder of her face: 
And al! fair faces he had knowt 
He worshipped. in her face atone.” 

The Yast book which we take up~Mr. 
Force Stead’s “The Sweet Miracle ''—has 
its title from the longest piece, a versified 
translation of a Portuguese legend of an 
incident in the life of Christ. There is 
much excellent work in the other pieces, 
but this one will ‘place the author in a 
very high rank. Written in rhymed 
couplets, it har the ease of Keats without 
his over-sweetness. Thers is something of 
the stfength and dramatic quality to be 
found in Chaucerian verse. A rich land- 
owner and a Romar knight, each in turn, 
send their slaves to seek the Christ with- 
out avail. He is not to be sought; He 
seeks, as the clild of the widow found :— 

“Yet I pray that He 
Mey come to us. And lo! immediately 
Amid the rags and darkness of that room, 
A sweet air moved, a light began to bicom, 


And at the threshold Jesus drawing nigh 
Smiled on the child and answered. ' Here, am 1."

The author becomes a most resourceful 
companion while. taking us over this vast 
district. He writes with literary charm ; 
and a quick imagination, supplemented 
by considerable research, has given him 
legends, romance am historical incidents 
innumerable about ihe highways and bye- 
ways that he leisurely discusses. 1 


in four groupings—(a) From Geneva to 
the Drause; (b) from the Dranse to the 
Rhone ; (c) from the Rhone to Lausanne; 
(d) from Lausanne to Geneva, thus 
circling the Lake. The illustrations are 
from p *hs by the author, and are 
such as one likes to treasure in memory 
of pleasant days--scene: rather than views 
of show places, which, nevertheless, they 
often are.

“When 
about to meet him,” she says, “I wrote 
down a number of tart and poignant re- 
plies to what he might have to sawhad he 
chosen to insult me!” But “Napoleon 
never insulted her, being afraid to do so. 
He once said: “She carries a quiver ful) 
of arrows that would hit a man, were he 
seated on a rainbow.’ Many of the great 
ones of literature find environment in 
these pages, with little touches that show 
us the whole scene. One picture is of Vol- 
taire, at the merc, of a tyrannical and 
incapable housekeeper, who, with a whole 
army of servants, could not keep his house 
in order. Visitors called almost every 
day. If they were strangers, Voltaire 
would send down a message that he was 
dying. H they called again, he would 
further excuse himself on the ground. that 
he was “still dying.” Yet those who 
came to-sup stayed the night and some 
for weeks on erd, The book is fascinating, 
and it is hard to say whether it is so 
through people or places.

MONASTIC LIFE IN ENGLAND. 


Cardinal Gasquet is a historian of no 
mean order. He is one of those writers 
who have done much to unravel the 
mystery that surrounds a great deal of 
the ecclesiastical policy of the Tudors; 
and the access which he has had te the 
large number of unknown manuscripts in 
the Vatican places him in a specially 
favoured position. The presentswork is a 
collection of essays and lectures; pub- 
lished iy periodicals from time to time, 
which have, for the most part, a single 
link—namely, the life of the great Eng- 
lish monasteries in the Middle Ages. The 
Abbey of St. Albans, in particular, fur- 
pishes him with the material for a number 
of chapters. For instance, the life of 
Abbot Wallingford giver him ample oppor- 
tunity for displaying his historical 
acumen, The Abbot has long lived under 
a cloud of ill-rumour; but the Cardinal 
shows clearly how unfounded this is— 
how, rather, the Abbot must be regarded 
as one of the noblest of that house. 
Occasionally, it is true, the deductions 
seem open to question ; but, on the whole,

We print the full text of the Constitu- 
‘tion of the Irish Free State, together with 
Mr. Churchill's assurance ‘that, in the 
opinion of the British Government, it is 


Í in conformity with the Treaty of Peace. 


Nominally, the Provisional Government 
has kept faith with the electors who will 
vote to-day. The Constitution will lie on 
their breakfast-tables ; but they cannot give 
any real study to this complicated, vastly 
important and, in many respects, novel 
document before they hurry to defeat the 
wiles of the personator. . The Provisional 
Government, however, has been the 
victim of circumstances. It can be said 
im mediately that this Constitution is a 
magnificent charter of liberty. Nothing 
is withheld from the Irish people which 
is necessary to their complete freedom and 
unfettered progress within the community 
of nations that form the British Common- 
wealth. Within that community, however, 
Ireland is established and must remain. 
The Constitution is framed on the model of 
the Constitution of Canada, with variations 
suggested by other Constitutions and by the 
fresh inspiration of its Irish draftsmen. 
Some of the latter are admirable, some 
are of doubtful utility, and a few seem to 
us to be freakish and even dangerous. The 
Constitution stretches the principles of 
democratic government within the British 
Empire to the furthest point. The Free 
State will have a two-chamber Parliament, 
elected by adult suffrage. The Senate will 
be partly elected and partly nominated. 
The executive body will be a council of 
twelve Ministers appointed by the King’s 
representative and responsible to the 
Lower Chamber. . Provision is made for 
the Swiss institution of referendum and 
initiative. The King’s representative will 
have the usual powers of reservation and 
veto over the acts of the national assembly. 

The outstanding feature of the Constitu- 
tion is the virtually supreme authority 
which,. within the Jimits of the Treaty, 
it confers on the Dail, or Lower Chamber, 
of the Free State Parliament, For legis- 
lative purposes, indeed, the Senate may 
be regarded merely as an _ honorific 
addendum to the machinery of State. It 
may initiate legislation, and may delay 
ii—a useful function; but, if its views 
clash with those of the Dail, they may 
be. over-ridden by the simple process of 
being ignored. Furthermore, the Dail 
will have a large influence in the nomina- 
tion and election of the Senate’s sixty 
members, only four of whom will be elected 
independently by “the Southern 
universities. These arrangements confront 
us immediately with the question of the 
protection ef minority interests. Such 
interests are unlikely—in the beginning, 
rate—to secure anything like 
adequate representation in the Lower 
Chamber. The Act of 1920 made specific 
provision fer them in the Senate; but the 
Constitution of the Free State requires 
them to depend for justice on the “ special 
regard " of the President of the Executive 
Council, who will be the nominee of a 
This provision—or 
lack of provision—is a cause of anxiety 
to those reprewehtatives pf the Southern 
loyalists who attended the conferences in 
London. In @ letter to Mr. Churchill 
they express regret that the Constitution

The die is not yet cast. The Constitu- 
tion (kept within the Treaty) can be 
amended in Ireland before it is ratified 
finally by the Irish people and by the 
Imperial Parliament; and the Provisional 
Parliament which will be elected to-day 
will show true statesmanship if it respects 
the natural fears and reasonable wishes 
of the Southern mimority. In our own 
view, however, there can be gniy one 
genuine safeguard of the rights of 
minority interests in this or any other 
country. The litera seripta of the most 
water-tight Constitution will not protect 
them if it is not honoured in the true 
spirit of, good-will, The existence of that 
spirit alone will give reality to the clauses 
of the Constitution which guarantee 
religious and other liberties to all classes 
and creeds in Ireland. Southern loyalists 
are ready to help to make the Constitution 
an instrument of national peace, unity and 
progress, If a common patriotism welcomes 
them into the common fold, if heart- 
service and not mere lip-service is given 
to the Imperial obligation, if the oath 
which the Constitution demands is taken 
sincerely by all members of the Free State 
Parliament, then we may be sure that the 
new Ireland stands upon the threshold of 
a splendid career, On both sides, majority

Postal Improvements. 


We congratulate the Postmaster-General 
on the promptitude with which he has 
given effect to the suggestions that were 
made to him by Irish business men in re- 
gard to the mail services, His promised 
reforms will come into force on the first 
day of next month, They will affect the 
time-tables of the principal railways and 
of the cross-Channel mail boats; but the 
changes will be all for the better and will 
result in a greatly improved service of 
mails. In the first place, the night mail 
will leave Kingstown for Holyhead an 
hour later than it leaves at present. This 
arrangement will find general approval 
among the business community; ior it 
will allow letters for England and the 
Continent to be posted with a special fee 
up to 8.18 p.m. at Westland row railway 
station, whereas, at present, the latest 
hour for posting is 7.18 p.m: The general 
night mail at certain specified places in 
Dublin will ba collected about half an 
hour later than it is being collected now, 
while an all-round effort will be made to 
“speed up ” services.

The administration of the Prohibition 
Laws in America is causing some dis- 
content among the distilling and brewing 
interests.

Under the last 
Government prohibition applied to all 
ships which flew the American flag, Now, 
however, this interpretation has been 
found to impose & serious disadvantage 
on the shippirg trade, and the enforce- 
ment of prohibition upon the high seas 
has been dropped. The decision has pro- 
voked much criticism in the House of 
presentatives. One deputy declared that 
the Government was guilty of the most 
blatant hypocrisy by devoting large sums 
of the national revenue towards the en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws, while 
it was violating them itself im the favour 
of particular interests.

MR. CHURCHILL’S SURPRISBy

The lure of Mr, Churchill's expecte 
statement upon Ireland attracted an un 
usually large attendance to the House o 
Commons. The public galleries, too, wei 
well filled, but there was a strange an 
as it turned out, a significant emptin 
about the Peers’ and Distinguish 
Strangers’ Galleries. The 
came quite early in the 
Sir Donald Maclean as ed whether th 
Colonial Secretary would make a stat: 
ment as to the present Imish situation 
Most of us expected that Mr. Churchil 
would suggest the deferring of hi 
answer till questions were over; but, t 
the general surprise, he replied that h 
had come to the conclusion that it would 
be better to postpone his statement until 
the middle or end of next week. 

He proceeded, however, to give thd 
House some information: first, that the 
general state of Ireland, both North an. | 
South, was quieter than when the “fou: 
separated for the recess; and, second), 
that the draft of the new Constitutio: 
which the Government generally approves 
would be published in the Press to 
morrow morning. So far so good. Bu 
when Mr, Inskip asked if so important 
document ought not first to be presente: 
to Parliament, Mr. Churchill replied tha 
it was only being published because the 
Provisional Government intended to pub- 
lish it; and that, strictly speaking, it 
was only through the courtesy of the 
Provisional Government that His Majesty's 
Ministers had been able to examine it. 

Sir W. Joynson Hicks hotly protested 
against this view, and was advised by Mr. 
Churchill not to adopt an air of indigna. 
tion, since what he had said was quite 
in accord with precedent. There was 
nothing in the relations between the 
Mother Country ana the Dominions whieh 
cbliged the Provisional Government to 
show the document at this stage. The 
right time for its serious examination 
would be when it had been adopted by the 
Irish Parliament, about to be elected. This 
statement, though, no doubt, stricth 
according to the card, evidently surprised 
many members. 


MORE MYSTERY. 


There is still a certain air of mystery 
about the whole affair. Mr. Churchil! 
was by no means so jaunty in manner 
as he had heen earlier in the day, and, 
as for the Prime Minister, his face was a 
picture of gloom both during question 
time and later, when, for no apparen’ 
reason, he sat on the Treasury Bench 
listening to Lord Winterton’s exposition 
of Indian affairs, 

On the assumption ‘that no untow-rl 
event in Ireland or elsewhere precipitates 
a general election—ahd rumours to this 
effect were again prevalent to-day—there 
is now very little doubt that the House 
will have to meet in the autumn, - In re 
fusing to give a day for a discussion on 
criminal insaaity, @prepos of the Tru 
case, Mr. Chamberlain said that he could 
not undertake to find time for discussions 
of this kind if the House were to adjourn 
at a reasonable time, “im view of the 
probability of an autumm session.” 

On the vote for the India Office, Lord 
Winterton confirmed the good opinion 
earned by his exposition of the Burma 
Constitution earlier in the week. He put 
the House im a good temper at once b: 
recalling his own back-bench protests 
against Ministerial prolixity, and promis 
ing to be as brief as his big subject pel 
mitted. His audience was not very larg 
but for somé time it included the Primes 
Minister, the Leader of the House, and 
two other Cabinet Ministers—an unusual 
compliment for an Under-Secretary, 


WAITING, 


Much discussion took place in the Lobby 
on the announcement by Mr, Cliv re hails 
á that big statement ea. Ireland would bay 
to be postponed until next week. Member

The official report of the Belfast Linen Trade 
for the past week states :—The demand for the 
smal! lots of Irish flax offered was well main- 
tamed, and value was against buyers. "The 
markets are now practically closed for the 
season, and it is too early to accurately fore- 
east the acreage of the mew crop, which is, 
however, much below last year’s average. The 
rain has helped the new erop, and brairds are 
looking well. 

On the Continent prices are sharper, owing to

offered. The rain has saved the late sown flax, 
‘which is looking well, but flax which was sown 
early will be a poor crop owing to the dry 
weather. 

There will be no further report on flax for 
a few weeks. : 

The market for yartis shows eigns of increas- 
ing strength, with a better turnover. Spinners 
are feeling the pinch, not only in the upward 
tendency of raw material, but in the difficulty 
of getting flax suitable for their requirements. 
Hemp fibre is quoted at a slight advance. 

Business in weaving has maintained the im- 
provement noted last week, but there wag noth- 
ing outstanding in the character of the de- 
mand, which included bleached yarn linen for 
dyeing for dress purposes. 

There has been another week of the same

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REFUSAL OF A DOCTOR'S CALL 


At a special meeting of the Pembroke Urban 
Council -last night (Mr. O'Connor, Chairman, 
presiding), the complaint of Dr. McElhinney 
in reference to the refusal of the Fire Brigade 
to send out the ambulance to take a very 
urgent case to hospital for an operation, was 
discussed.

MR. CHURCHILL SAYS THAT IT 
HAS STOPPED. 


Mr. Rawlinson asked the Secretary for the 
Colonies, in the House of Commons yesterday, 
whether his attention had been called to the 
fact that many British subjects in Dublin and 
lsewhere were compelled by Republicans to 
eed 'and lodge Republican families alleged to be 
refugees from Ulster, and what hope there 
was of this compulsory billeting being put en 
end to.

Doubtless, this automatic cheapening of money will 
stimulate the recovery in commerce, especially as 
the worst of the Labour treubles appear to be sur- 
meunted. Conditions are clearly ripe for an im- 
provement.
